The settleanent has been given the
pretentions name of "“The Quarter of
the Trinmyirate” in honor of Greece's
three great modern patrdots—Premier
Venizelos, Admiral Kountourlotis nud
Genernl Danglals, who,
King Constantine, espoused the canse
of the allles when Germany sought to
win over the Greek ariny.
